YOUR HEALTH 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


ONE OF the most serious sum m er 
hazards is heat stroke or sunstroke. 
Overexertion 
on 
hot, 
muggy 
days, 
p articularly if you are not accustomed 
either to heat or activity, generally is 
the cause. 
If your body is deficient in 
salt, that p robably is a contributing fac­ 
tor. Your body builds up more heat than 
can be regulated p rop erly by p ersp ira­ 
tion. 
Symp toms 
generally come on sud­ 
denly. 
Your skin will be hot. dry and 
flushed. 
You will feel weak, nauseous, 
dizzy. You’ll p robably have a headache 
and maybe a p ain over your heart or in 
your stomach. Patients frequently lap se 
into a comma. 


Your face is congested, your veins are 
swollen 
and 
your 
arteries 
throbbing. 
Your breathing p robably will sound like 
you are snoring. Most imp ortant, though, 
is the temp erature. 
Usually it will rise 
above 105 degrees. 
Heat stroke is an acute emergency. 
Summon a doctor at once. If untreated, 
it may soon p rove fatal. 
Place the p atient in the coolest p lace 
p ossible. An ideal sp ot would be an air- 
conditioned room with low' humidity and 
a temp erature of 65 degrees. 
Remove 
his clothing. 
If the rectal temp erature is above 105, 
p lace him in a tub of 80-degree water. 
Gradually add ice. 
Rub him vigorously 
to p romote circulation and to bring the 
hot blood to the surface 
of the body 
where it can be cooled. Check the rectal 
temp erature every five minutes. 
Re­ 
move him from the bath when the te m ­ 
p erature has fallen to 102 degrees. 
Ordinarily you shouldn’t continue this 
bath for more than 20 to 40 minutes. But 
you can rep eat it after two or three hours 
if the temp erature rises. 
Your doctor will adm inister anjr drug« 
he thinks are necessary .

It’s the Supersonic Naval Ordnance Re­ 


search Track, called Snort for short, located 


in a flat stretch of California desert country. 


Snort, strictly a product of the jet-propelled, 


guided-missile, supersonic age, is used for 


captive-ilight testing at extreme speeds of 


devices used in national defense. 


T he device to be tested is mounted on 
t jet-propelled carriage, riding on metal 


shoes. Acceleration, velocity, trajectory and 


the like are measured by means of a vast 


array of precision instruments, including 


streak cameras. An ingenious water brake 


begins slowing down the test flights from 


their supersonic speeds as far as two miles 


ahead of the end of the line. A m ong the 


man) items already tested are projectiles, 


rockets, guided missiles, and model and 


full-scale airplanes and their components. 


As would be expected, building to meet 


the speeds and stresses to which this test 


track is subjected called for the strength and 


ruggedness of steel. The steel rails, unusu­ 


ally large and heavy, were rolled at Beth­ 


lehem Steel plants in the East. Bethlehem
